THE Houfe refolved itfelf into a Committee, 
Mr M. A. ‘Taylor in the chair, to take into confi- 
deration the different petitions which had been pre- 
fented again{t the tax on retail fhops. 

Sie Watkin Lewes rofe in purfuance of the no- 
tice he had formerly given, to move for a repeal of 
this tax. It was a duty, he faid, to his conftitu- 
enis, which he was proad to perform. The papers 
he obferved, on the table, which ftated the actual 
produce of the tax, exhibited an amount far fhort 
of what had been originally calculated. As an ex- 
periment, it had therefore failed ; and when, in ad- 
dition to this, it was confidered how much difcon- 
tent and how much diftrefs had been occafioned by 
its decided partiality and opprefhon, he hoped that 
the Right Hon. Gentleman, who had introduced it 
into the Houfe, would not at prefent entertain any 
{trong objections to its repeal. 

Mr Alderman Sawbridge feconded the motion ; 
and added, that as the evidence which had been gi- 
ven on a former day at the bar of the Houfe, tended 
fully and inconte(tibly to demonftrate the injultice 
and impolicy of the tax, it was his wifh that it 
fhould now be read. It had been given, he obfer- 
ved, in a very thin Committee; and as it was, in 
his opinion, eflential to their decifion, it fhould cer- 
tainly claim the attention of a fuller Houfe. 

Mr Alderman Wat/on was ftrongly of opinion, 
that the evidence fhould be read. 

Mr Prake alfo thought the information was indif- 
venfible. 

‘The Chairman gave his opinion, that the reading 
the evidence in the fame Committee in which it had 
been given, was perfectly in order. 

"The evidence was then read, and took up about 
an hour in the repetition. 

Mr Sawériige then obferved, that when the Mi- 
nifter had firft introduced this tax, he had fupport- 
ed it by the allegation, that it would fall entirely oa 


+e a? ' 
the cdnfamer. ‘This idea experience had thewn to 

bé.totally unfounded; he hoped, therefoi'e, char the 

Right Hom. Geatleman would yield to the withes of 
the nation, “by giving up the tax. “The prefent, he 

faid, was not with him a queftion of party ; his ob- 

_ections to the tax were folely drawn from its diabo- 

‘ical nature, as being one of the moft cruel, unjult, 

and oppreffive impofts that ever was devifed. 

Mr Amyatt faidj that he had confulted his .con- 
ftituents, and found them unanimous againft the 
tax. lf, however, it was to be retained, he fuggett- 
ed that a bill to empower fhop-keepers to demand 
intere{t on theit book debts, would be the bet re- 
turn that could be made them for the hardthips 
which were infligted on them by the prefent mea- 
fure. 

Mr Alderman Newnham and Mr Alderman 
Hammett {poke very ttrongly againtt the tax. 

Sir Edward Afiley faid, he taw nothing fo repre- 
eZenGbkpin the tax as gencletitwrroughe proper co 

to it. He forhis part could not vote for 
its repedl, as he thought the clamour which had 
been raifed againft it was occafioned merely by a 
factious combination. He would not oppofe a mo- 
dification, which he hoped would take place, though 
he had had no communication on the fubject with 
the Right Hon. Gentleman from: whom it was to 
proceed. But he at the fame time could not but 
condemn the violent oppofition that had been made 
to the meafure ; fach loud attempts he muft always 
deem improper, when their object could certainly 
have been obtained by more decent means. 

Mr Thornton faid, that, from the peculiar circum- 
ftances of his fituation, he felt himfelf obliged to 
trouble the Houfe with a few words. He had ori- 
ginally voted for this tax, and had by that condact 
incurred the difpleafure of a great majority of his 
conttituents, though his impulfes on that occafion 
were drawn from his fenfe of the general intere(ts 
of the kingdom. He felt, however, too great a de- 
gree of gratitude to his con(tituents to act in oppo- 
fition to what appeared their unanimous defire ; and 
he therefore hoped, that when he now voted for the 
repeal of the aét, his motives would be confidered, 
and he fhould not be thought to merit the imputa- 
tion of inconfiltency. 

Mr Powys faid, that though he did not entirely 
approve of the tax in its prefent form, he could not 
give his vote for its total repeal. 

Mr Drake oppofed the tax as partial and oppref- 
five. He did not with the Minifter to give it up 
merely becaufe it Was unpopalar, Jn that refpedct 
| his motto fhoukh be fuaviter in modo et fortiter in 
re; but it fhould certainly be given up becaufe it 
did not lay the burden equally on all. Mr Drake 
then paid feveral encomiums to the abilities and in- 
teprity of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and ex- 
prefled a fincere with that they could be united with 
thofe of the Right Hon. Gentleman on the floor 
(Mr Fox.) From fuch an anion, he faid, bis coun- 
try would derive cqual happinefs and glory. 

Sir Ldavard Afiley {poke in explanation. 

Mr Stanhope thought the rent was certainly a bad 
criterion for levying the tax; he inftanced an opu- 
Jent tradefman, Mr Gray, of Bond-{treet, who 
would pay lefs to the tax than an artificial flower- 
maker oppofite him, though his profits were perhaps 
fifiy times greater. 

‘Phe Chancellor of the Exchequer and Sir Jofeph 
Mawbey rifing at the fame time, the Chairman call- 
ed on the latter, who accordingly fpoke a few words 
againit the tax. 

Mr Francis condemned the tax as iniquitous in 
whatever point of view it was confidered. It was 
not levied on the confumer, it was a fevere oppref- 
fion on the thopkeeper. If it was paid by the con- 
fumer, then the impofition lay apon the public, who 
would be obliged to contribute infinitely more than 
the amount of the tax. He appealed to the huma- 
nity of the Houfe, and implored of them to direct 
their attention to the fituation of the proper claffes 
of fhopkeepers fuffering under the infliction of this 
tax. 

Mr Chancellor Pitt remarked, that the queftion 
before the Houfe was in itfelf extremely important, 
yet its merits lay within a very narrow circle. He 
had attended, and he hoped with impartiality, to e- 


convinced that the complaints were juft which had 
been fo loudly reverberated, he would be the firft 
to move for its repeal; but the prefent fituation of 
our finances would not permit him to give up any 
fource of revenue on trivial grounds, or unfolid com- 
plaints ; and he ftill hoped he fhould be able to con- 
vince the Houfe that the tax neither in its princi- 
ple or operation was unjalt. Whilft he could not 
prevail on himfelf totally to abandon the tax, he felt 
the claims of humanity in a correfpondent degree 
with the Hon. Gentleman who had lalt fpoken ; 
and it fhould certainly be a claufe in the modifica- 
tion of the ad, that thofe who were exempted from 
parifh rates fhould be alfo excufed the payment of 
this tax; end he would alfo confent to a confiderable 
mitigation to thofe who, though not fo indigent, 
came next in tide_to their compaflion, he meant 
thofe who poffeffed fhops rented under 201. or 25 1. 
a-year. ‘Thus the very poorelt clafs would be to- 
tally exonera:ed, and the clafs immediately above it 
confiderably relieved. In confenting to this he was 
not aétuated by any fenfe of the imprepriety of the 
tax, (for he {till approved of it), but folely by mo- 
tives of humanity. The evidence at the bar had 
convinced him that fome modification was neceflary; 
but that evidence was divided into two parts, each

very argument that had been ufed ; and were he 
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fetts. "The firlt part tended to prove that the rax” 
was a perfonal-tax, and could not be levied on the 
confumer ; and the fecond, that ia ig + 
grievous on a certain clafs of thopkees With 
refpest to the firft, he was by no means convinced 
of its impofhibiliry. Very few had paid it; and 
from the little experience that had been had, it 
would be idle to fay, that to raife it on the confum- 
er was impracticable. The operation of the tax 
might however tend to diftrefs fome of the loweft 
clatles of retail dealers, merely by drawiog from 
them at once, what they could more eaGly have 
paid, if taken from them by degrees. So far only 
the bafinefs required fome minute altcration. The 
arguments drawn from the idea of competition, and 
the power which this tax would veft in the rich 
fhopkeeper, were in his opinion eqnally futile with 
the ret. ‘he tax did not tend to give any fuch 
extraordinary power; aad if th® arpumcat bad the 
force afcribed to it, the rich thopkeeper, long before 
its operation, would have {wallowed up the poor 
ones about him. 

Mr Fx, though he profeffed the greateft refpet 
for his conitituents, and felt the higheft fentiments 
of gratitnde for their exertions in his behalf, yet he 
never would agree to relinguith a tax becaufe there 
was a clamour ratfed againit it. Unpopularity in a 
certain degree was the attendant of everytax. But 
the principie of the fhop-tax was fuch as would in- 
duce him to vote for its repeal. The Right Hon. 
Gentleman had laboured mach to fhow that it was 
not a perfonal tax, and that its operation was fitch 
as it might be levied upon the confumer. His ar- 
guments, however, went no farther than mere affers 
tions; indeed, the evidence had contradiéted them 
in every point. Befides, if the thopkeeper were to 
attempt to levy the tax on the confumer, there was 
no rife, however fmall, that he could put on hts 
goods, which would not exceed the tax fifty fold. 
He contended that it was an additional houfe-tax 
under another name, and therefore the increafe of a 
grievance which had been already felt. Difhiking 
the tax as he did, he would thank the Right Hon. ° 
Gentleman for any modification of it —bat whatdid 
that amount to? ‘The Right Hon. Gentleman inthe 
firft inftance had generoufly exempted thofe, who 
from their poverty were unable to pay parith rates — 
that was no doubr humane, and, as fuch, it had his 
approbation. He then propofed to make oon ae 
ration in the rate to be paid by thofe who 
a fhop from 251. downwards. Bat for what j ; 
he would afk, were shofe exemptions? If it were 
true, as the Right Hon, Gentleman ‘had afferted, 
that the tax might be levied on the confumer, why 
exempt them from the tax? It was no favour fo the 
fhopkeeper—it went only to oblige his cuflomers. 
He remembered, alfo, that when the Right Hon. 
Gentleman brought in a bill laft year for fupprefing 
hawkers and pediars, his argument for it was, that it, 
would be a compenfation to the retail thopkeers for 
the tax, which had been laid on them. - But farely, 
if they could have levied the tax on the confumer, 
there was no occafion to give thém any compenfati- 
on --a compenfation implied a lofs. It was abfurd 
to fay that the retail-trader’s prejudice to the tak a- 
rofe from his being obliged to pay a large fur at 
once, inftead of paying it bydegrees. The fad was 
otherwife —for no clafs of men were fo converfant, 
or afcertained the amount. ef fmali proficrs with fo 
much precifion as they did; they generally paid a 
large fum for their goods at once, which they were 
futisfied to get in by fmall fums. The tax, he ob- 
erved, was partial and invidious, in another refpedt, 
as it affected the cities of London, and Weftmiter 
in a greater proportion than any other part of the 
kingdom. Every perfon knew that the rent of houfes 
was there much higher in proportion to the income 
of the poffeffor, and on that account, as well a$ on 
many others, he wifhed that thofe cities and other 
large and flourifhing towns had a’ greater, hate in 
their reprefentation in Parliament. 

Under all thefe circumftances, anxious as he was 
for {upporting public credit, and every matter that 
related to our finances, yet this tax appeared to him 
in a light fo odious, that he felt himfelf called upon 
to give his hearty aflent to its repeal. 

Sir Gregory Page Turner declared, that he had 
laft year voted fr the tax confcientioufly, but that 
he fhould now vote for its repeal, as the act was par- 
tial, it not including wholefale traders, banks, and 
bankers. . 

Sir Richard Hill faid, he had prefented a peti- 
tion, praying for a repeal of the fhop-tax a@, from 
the county of Salop, and he had come down deter- 
mined to vote for the repeal, but the modifications 
the Right Hon. Gentleman had _ propofed,~ would, 
he had no fort of doubt, reconcile the fhopkeepers 
of Shrewfbury, and indced of every other town, to 
the tax. He therefore fhould vote againft the re- 

eal. ’ 

Mr JMacnamara faid, he had received inftruc- 
tions from his conflituents to vote for the repeal, 
but he believed had his conitituents been aware of 
the propofed modifications, they would have gladly 
accepted of the tax on thofe terms.» He therefore 
{hould vote againft the entire repeal of the act. 

Mr Alderman Watfon, Mr Le Mefurier,; Mr 
Alderman Townfend, Mr Grigfby, Mr Alderman 
Newnham, and Mr Mainwaring, took afhare in the 


debate. The queftion being put, the Houfe divi- 
ded, when there appeared,

His “fajcfty having figned the feveral inftruments 
for th ". which were prefented to the Sove- 
rei, n by Robe» Quarme, Efq; Gentleman Uther of 
the Green Roi, (in the ablence of the Secretary) 
the Duke wa; called into the Royal prefence, being 
preceded by the Duke of Roxbargh and the Earl of 
Galloway, and fupported on each fide by the Duke 
of Queenfberry and Lord Vifcount Stormont, 
Gorge Brodie, Efq; Principal Herald .f Scotland, 
(in place of the Gentleman Uiher of the Green Rod) 
carrying the Sword of Strate. 

At the entrance, a low reverence was made; a 
fecond about the middle; and, on being advanced 
up to the Sovereign, a third. The Duke being pre- 
fented by the two Senior Knights, and kneeling 
down, the Herald drew the Sword, and (kneeling) 
delivered it io the Sovereign, who thereupon knight- 
ed his Grace.
